A photographer caught Captain Glenn Miller
as he stepped outside for a smoking break.
The big band leader was the rage in the late
1930s, and when America joined World War
II, he decided to take his music to the front.
The Glenn Miller Army Air Forces Orches-
tra was formed in 1943 and became, in the
opinion of General Jimmy Doolittle, “the
next best thing to a letter from home.”

The 45-piece group was transferred to En-
gland in the summer of 1944, and six
months later, the small plane carrying Ma-
jor Glenn Miller disappeared over the En-
glish Channel. The wartime Miller
Orchestra gave its farewell performance
one year later at Bolling Field in Washing-
